berta wool; .he instanced, as such, 
the more liberal feeding of ewes 
when they were pregnant. the 
feeding of more silage to !n- 
crease the yolk in the wool, better 
care of the sheep—in keeping the 
fleeces free from straw and chaff— 
and better clipping methods He 
advocated the use of the tieinr box, 
and emphasized the importance of 
putting the fleeccs up in bundles 
with the shoulder wool exposed, 
rather than that off the hind quart- 
ers. He also ted that the use of 
rams with rood wool produced 
lambs with good wool, other condi- 
tions being right. 

President G. R. Ball gave an out- 
line of the proceeds at the meeting 
in Toronto of the Canadian Sheep 
Breeders’ Association, at which he 
was the representative from north- 
ern Alberta, The matters receiving 
considerable prominence tt 
meeting were the standardizing of 
a type for Oxford sheep, the mark- 
ing of sheep for registration pur- 
poses, ete.
